WEEKLY REVIEW 


Berries and fruits very scarce—Peas practically sold up—Tomatoes 
and corn are quiet. 


In practically every section of the country where 
canning is conducted, or where it is an important item of 
commerce, the most interesting subject is the growing 
crops. 

A few weeks ago the majority of reports being re- 
ceived from canners and growers of canners’ crops were 
decidedly optimistic and the impression prevailed that 
good crops of corn, peas and tomatoes would be had. The 
past ten days to two weeks, however, has developed a 
very decided turn and reports in this week’s issue plainly 
indicate that a small crop, with the consequent smail 
pack, is almost inevitable. 

In view of the sales of futures and the requirements 
of the Government, any decrease in the expected pack 
will mean a hardship to the jobbers and canners. It will 
especially hit the jobber hard, as the canner will be given 
a fair price for the goods taken by the Government, and 
while it may be a price that is not quite as high as the 


~ speculator would get, still the average packer will not 


lose. - 

A considerably increased acreage was planted this 
season, or at least an attempt was made to plant an 1n- 
creased amount, but the unsatisfatory wet weather during 
planting season rotted the seed and cut the attempt until 
it resulted in not a great deal more acreage being planted 
than normally. Now the weather during the past few 
weeks has been adversely affecting the crop, and of the 
planted acreage probably not more than 75 per cent of the 
anticipated harvest will be made. 

The pea crop in Baltimore and this section is over 
and the result has been disappointing. It is stated by one 
who knows, in fact, who has taken the trouble to find out, 
that there is not now in Baltimore more than 3,500 cases 
of peas, and only about one-fifth of these can be bought 
at any price; the balance are not for sale. The same con- 
dition prevails in other pea-packing sections of the East, 
judging by reports coming in. ' 

The general condition of the string bean crop, or 
rather the stringless bean, has been good, and this article 
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is again quoted in this market, after a long period of 


scarcity. The price is a little higher than recent quota-. 


tions, but the quality is said to be excellent, and the de- 
mand is just a little ahead of the supply. Holders are 
not urging sales. 

The market on canned corn is dull. Packing has not 
yet commenced, all sales of futures have been stopped 
and packers are devoting their time and attention to the 
growing crop and trying to estimate what the outcome 
will be. The early sales of futures have pretty well 
cleaned up all that the crop promises to furnish, and after 
deducting the Government allowance, it is probable quite 
a few will be forced to pro rate deliveries. 

Baltimore packers have been working on. tomatoes 
since the first of August, and during the past week some 
fair quantities have been handled. The country factories 
in this section are also beginning to get busy. Sales ot 
some spot stock have been made at as low as $1.35, but 
there is so little obtainable at this price that it does not 
affect the market; the ruling figure is $1.42% to $1.45. 
The demand for new-packed goods is buoyant and the 
feeling in the district here is that prices are likely to ad- 
vance to $1.50 unless favorable weather prevails and 
greatly increases the harvest. 

In fruits of all kinds, and especially small fruits, the 
market is well cleaned up. Berries have been a disap- 
pointing pack and brokers are unable to find goods to fill 
orders being received. Peaches are extremely scarce, and 
while they are still being quoted, it is doubtful if a good- 
sized order could be filled in the Baltimore territory. Other 
items in the line of fruits are gradually being marked 
“out” and the price lists of packers and brokers are fast 
becoming nothing more than a list of the articles that 
formerly were sold.

Canned oysters seem to be in a little better supply 
and the prices quoted this week are slightly lower than 
formerly. The demand at this season of the year is nat- 
urally slack, due to the catch of fresh fish and crabs. The 
catch of the latter in the Chesapeake Bay has been very 
poor until the past few days; but it now looks as if the 
old-time supply is returning, and if so, crab meat will be 
lower in price and will consequently effect and retard the 
sale of other fish foods. 

Canned beets is another article that is again quoted 
in the prie lists, the first time for many weeks. Medium 
whole in No. 3 cans are offered at $2.00, and large whole, 
same size can, at $1.60. This article is superior in flavor 
to the “fresh” cooked beet, and at the same time saves the 
housewife the trouble of peeling, as well as the expense 
of cooking, which is considerable. It should be even more 
popular than it is, and would be with a little explanatory 
matter on the label. 

The supply of No. 10 size cans promises to curtail 
the pack of goods in that size container, and looks very 
much like a heavy scarcity of all canned foods in the gal- 
lon can may be counted upen this Winter. Even at this 
early date it is difficult to find the large size can in many 
articles of canned foods, and those fortunate enough to 
have a supply may be paid a premium for the goods. 

The general supply of tin plate for canners is some- 
what improved, according to recent reports, but is not yet 
sufficiently plentiful to assure the supply of all size cans. 

The wooden box situation in the West is a serious 
one, and jobbers may look for quite a large portion ot 
their goods to arrive in cardboard fibre boxes. How this 
will affect the situation in the East is not yet known.

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NEW YORK MARKET 


General market is improving—Tomato buyers are back- 
ward—Peas and corn promise to be quickly 
cleaned up—Other articles are quiet 
but firm. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


New York, August 17, 1917. 


The Market,.—At last the controversy over the food bill is 
ended. The law is passed. The administrator is named and 
the ponderous machinery is gradually assuming motion. The 
trade here hopes to hear soon of what it is expected to do. It 
believes that the perplexities incident to the uncertainty re 
garding the law will shortly disappear, that business will as- 


sume its normal course. The fact cannot be too strongly em- 
phasized that everybody here is anxious to do his part in the 
work of administration. Not the slightest indication of any 
desire to do otherwise shows itself. Each one is ready to 
take up with enthusiasm whatever he can do to help and the 
food administrator can rely upon the New York contingent of 
the trade to support him in his endeavors to restore the normai 


balance and place prices upon a more satisfactory level for 
everybody. Reports received this week regarding various 
products are not as reassuring as they might be. In tomatoes 
the reports are spotty. Some tell of poor yields, others say the 


output is normal, or better. Corn still remains uncertain, but 
much below normal. Peas may be a larger crop than was ex- 
pected. Some estimate a considerably larger output than first 
reports indicated. Other canning crops are at a critical stage 
of their growth, with the exception of peaches, which are now 
ready in some localities. It is impossible to make any satis- 


factory estimate based upon the situation as outlined now. 
Growers hope for good crops, yet the situation is not as prom- 
ising as they hoped to see. Conditions in some respects seem 
to be improving, while in others they are no better, and nothing 
seems likely to help much between now and the time of har- 
vest. Conservative men are confident that the output will be, 
as a whole, large enough to care for the bulk of the trade, but 
they are afraid that some of them will find weak places in the 
layout. 


Tomatoes.—An easy and irregular market is reportea. 
Buyers are taking only what stock is needed to care for the 
moderate demands of the present. No. 8s are quoted at 
$1.42%% @1.45:; No. 2s, $1.15, and No. 10s, $5.00 f. 0. b. fac- 


tory. At these prices a little business is done, but jobbers are 
looking for a lower market when packing operations are begun 


all over the canning section, and therefore refuse to take much 
stock at present. Old pack No. 2s can be picked up at $1.35 
here, though the price asked is usually $1.40. Some buyers 
are taking them in preference to new pack because of the 
color. California stock is held at $1.65 for No. 2%s ana 
$5.25 for No. 10s. The Government will take about 1,200,00u 
cases out of this season’s output. 


Corn.—The market is firmer on 1917 pack Maine style at 
$1.65 f. o. b. factory. Southern canners are reported to have 
begun operations in some localities. The situation elsewhere 
is uncertain. Crop reports are by no means satisfactory. in 
some cases they seem to indicate a much reduced output. In 


others the pack will apparently be about normal. So far us 
spot business is concerned, the market is a shade easier and 
movement is restricted. 


Peas.—Reports which have come to hand-from the leading 
packing sections indicate improvement in the output. The 
season is nearly ended everywhere and estimates now reach a 
total of 8,500,000 cases, or nearly 2,200,000 cases more than 
last year. In 1915 the pack was 9,272,000 cases and the aver- 


age for five years is given as 8,176,000 cases. The Government 
has taken, including the quantity now under requisition, about 
700,000 cases out of the 1917 pack. This leaves a supply a 
little more than normal to satisfy the requirements of the 
trade. Buyers are short of most grades and New York ane 
Wisconsin will both deliver short on all grades above stand- 
ards. A feature of another character is the fact that Indiana, 
originally reported short, will deliver 500,000 cases, comparea 
with 412,000 cases last year. the spot market seems a tritie 
firmer at $1.30 for standards. No. 2 Alaskas are offered at 


$1.50 and No. 4 sieve at $1.30 here. 
75 per cent on contracts. 


String Beans.—Only a fair demand is reported for string 
beans. Some sales of tate Refugees are reported for local 
account at $2.00 for No.'1s; $1.75 for No. 2s; $1.50 for No. 3s, 
and $1.30 for No. 4s, f. 0. b. State. Southern pack are heid 
steady about as quoted. Business is limited to small lots. Buy- 
ers show no disposition to increase their stocks. 


Asparagus.—The situation remains unchanged. Little 
movement is reported and that only in small lots. Meanwhile 
prices hold firm and buyers pay full outside figures for what 
they want. A little business for local account was reported 
this week, but otherwise transactions were too small to make 
a market. 


Fruits.—A fairly steady business is reported on standard 
and seconds California fruits at prices named some two weeks 
or more ago. Buyers have shown no great haste to take stock, 
but they seem convinced now that prices are going to remain 
where they are, or go higher, and are buying moderately to 
satisfy their earlier requirements, at least, leaving for the 
future to determine what they shall do beyond that. In the 
South peach packing has begun. Michigan has named opening 
prices on pie grades of 1917 peaches. The apple situation in 
New York State is bad. 


Apples.—From New York State come discouraging re- 
ports of the situation in apples and most packers have with- 
drawn from the market, pending a better knowledge of the 
output. Spot No. 10s are held firmly at $3.75 f. o. b., while 
futures have been quoted as high as $3.50 f. of b. factory. 
Reports from other States are fragmentary and give little real 
information.concerning the probable output. 


Pineapples.—Movement is very light and in a small way 
prices remain firm. But both buyers and sellers seem indis- 
posed to push business and conditions are about as they were 
last week. _ Little fresh information comes any buyers seem 
uncertain how to act in some instances. 


Berries.—The market remains about as it has been, 
though probably the tendency of prices is upward and sellers 
show little disposition to shade values. Supplies are light and 
the conditions under which business is done rather favor hold- 
ers than otherwise. The tendency of all prices is sharply up- 
ward. 


Peaches.—No change of moment has taken place. The 
market remains practically as it has been and the sale of spot 
stocks is limited to transactions in instances where the buyer 
must have goods. The outlook for the new pack is uncertain, 
but most persons seem to think it will be no more han last. 
year, and perhaps not as much. 


Salmon.—Information from the Coast this week has told 
of no improvement in the run of salmon on Puget Sound. One 
statement makes the total pack of sockeyes to date no more 
than 300,000 cases, with decidedly unfavorable prospects. A 
heavy shortage in the total output of red grades on the Coast 
is now considered certain, and this will exert much influence 
upon the opening prices of red Alaska, which are still to come. 
The impression is that the basis will not be under $2.25 tor 


No. 1 reds and some believe it will be $2.40 f. o. b. Coast. tne 
impression gains ground that the pack in the lower grades will 
be liberal. The Government requirements for red and pink fish 
are placed at 250,000 cases. Sockeye is quoted at high as Co- 
lumbia River chinook in some instances. The situation is not 
reassuring and most holders are disposed to retain their stocks, 
pending further knowledge of the output. Chums are offered 
at $1.50 here’ New pack pink talls are held at $1.50 f. o. b. 
Coast, and sockeye halves are quoted at $1.55 f. o. b. Coast. 
Sardines.—The situation is not essentially different from 
what it has been heretofore. The run of fish on the Maine 
coast is very light and doesn’t seem to improve. Meanwhile 
sellers have disposed of about all they dare under present con- 
ditions and are a little conservative in their offerings. Reports 
say that the total pack to date is considerably behind last year. 
Buyers are inquiring concerning future supplies, but that is 


ahout all. California stock is quiet and attracts little notice. 
Imported goods are virtually exhausted and further suppues 
are too uncertain to make a market. 


Tuna Fish.—The market remains about as it was last 
weeH Sellers declare that high prices this year are due to the 
additional cost of packing, and the market shows no signs of 
eaging off. Neither do buyers take stock beyond their actual 
negessities. They feel that prices are much too high. 

Lobster.—Not much change. Buyers are not acting in a 
very abandoned way in the lobster market, and the result is 
movement is confined to small lots. HUDSON. 


New York may deliver 
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CHICAGO MARKET 


Sales of tomatoes and corn are few, buyers awaiting 
deliveries—Salmon advances during the week— 
Fruits very scarce—Brokers make a 
plea to the Government. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


Chicago, August 17, 1917. 

Canned Tomatoes—There is no demand for, or movement 
of, spot goods, and wholesale grocers are selling their stocks 
down to the floors, in anticipation of the arrival of the new 
packing and are not replenishing their assortments. I can hear 
of no sales of future. 

Canned Corn—A small demand exists for spot corn and a 
sale was made this week of a few cars f. o. b. Illinois cannery, 
of extra quality at $1.55 per dozen. Futures are being freely 
offered at $1.25, and I have heard of some sales this week at 
$1.20 and $1.22% f. o. b. cannery, of future standard corn. 

I learn that the canning of corn in some sections of IIlinois 
is going to begin a little earlier than usual and that some will 
be ready for shipment about the first of September. 

Canned California Fruits—There is a good strong demand 
for California table fruits of the new pack, and much difficulty 
in finding sellers as the canneries are said to be all sold up to 
their probable capacity of production, and some of them beyond 
their possibility of output. 

Canned Salmon—The reports of the cessation of the run of 
salmon in the Puget Sound, which promised so well two weeks 
ago, has caused some anxiety about supplies, and a small re- 
newal of buying has begun, especially for Sockeye salmon for 
early shipment. 

This is caused by light supplies and a knowledge that ship- 
ments will probably be withheld until the pro rata percentage 
of delivery is ascertained, in case of a partial failure of the out- 
put or run of fish, and as the season of consumption is now at 
its height dealers are inclined to protect their needs. 

There has been an advance of about five cents per dozen 


on Red Alaska talls and Sockeye talls here on the spot as inci- 
dent to the conditions described. 

Canned Shrimp—The reported depletion of the stock of 
canned shrimp and predictions of a further advance of prices on 
the fall pack has caused some buying up of second hand hold- 
ings, and all lots selling below the full market price, have been 
annexed by a few large buyers, so that it is difficult to find any 
offerings now at any price. 

Canned Apples— Abuyer who has just returned from a trip 
through Michigan reports that there will be no canned apples of 
the 1917 pack in that State as the commission merchants have 
already paid prices in the orchard for the crops on the trees, 
wherever there is any indication that there will be any yield, 
that prohibit the canning of any apples. 
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Small Fruits—I understand that the deliveries of small fruits 

berries, cherries, etc., by the canners of New York and Michigan 
_will be very disappointing to themselves and the buyers; in 

some instances running as low as ten per cent. of the purchases 
on contract, and that the canners of apples in New York State 
are all oversold. 

Upon Whom Shall the Blow Fall?—I am not greatly inter- 
ested financially in the following question. I sold very few 
futures for the canners whom I represent, not because I was un- 
willing to do so, but for the reason that most of them wisely 
held aloof, and waited until they knew what goods were going 
to cost, and whether there would be a “seed time and a harvest.” 
In truth, many of them still have a large part of their prospec- 
tive output unsold, and much of my season’s work is still to do. 

Other brokers, however, have sold futures heavily, and many 
of the canners whom they represent, especially canners of peas, 
apples, berries, cherries and many other articles, will make very 
short deliveries under the provisions of pro rata contracts. That 
is a part of the game, however, and is “nominated in the bond.” 

The result will be that many “future selling’’ brokers, who 
thought that their large sales had assured to them a profitable 
season, will be “once more” disappointed and will find their 
profits to be but “scraps of paper.” 

ut now comes the [United States Government and tells the 
canners to set aside a certain proportion of their output, twelve 
to eighteen per cent of the whole, for the use of our army, the 
value to be adjusted equitably. 

Is the broker to lose his brokerage on this part of his un- 


" delivered sales, as well as on the shortage caused by nature’s 


failures? If so, he claims that the season is going to prove a 
loss and a great hardship to h'm, rather than a profit. 

I have had a number of brokers ask me to start a discussion 
of this question so that it may be fairly adjusted. 

The canners claim that if the Government takes their goods 
and has them appraised, so that only a barely living profit will 
be left as seems to be the program, that they should not be 
expected to pay a brokerage on goods which were seized or 
commandeered and which the brokers did not sell. 

The wholesale grocers claim that they are subjected to ad- 
ditional shortage of deliveries of goods due them, by this action 
of the Government in taking direct from the canner goods which 
should have already been delivered to them (the wholesale gro- 
cers), on their contracts with the canners, and on which the 
advance in prices has already assured them of a profit. 

They claim that they have had to submit to nature’s unkind 
treatment, in the matter of poor y:elds, and that now the Gov- 
ernment intervenes and takes away a cons‘derabe part of the 
goods due them on their contracts with the canners, and in 
that way an important part of their profits. 

The brokers, on their part, say, that of all concerned they can 
least afford to lose the wage of their labor, upon which they 
must depend and live. 

They state, unlike the other parties to the situation or con- 
dition, that they have but little capital invested or accumulated, 
that they receive no salary, that their small brokerage per cent 
is payable only upon goods actually delivered, and that the 
Government has even gone to the extent of fixing a minimum 
price upon farmers’ products to protect them against declines. 

The brokers say: ““‘Why then should the Government not al- 
low the brokerage to be provided for, in fixing the price of the 
canners’ products?” Especally so when the goods have been 
sold in advance by the broker, who has done his work, and who 
has not been paid for it, and who will suffer if compelled to 
ae — brokerage on these goods which have been seized or 
iverted.

Some canners had the sorting done by men who had some 
other duties around the scalder or washer. This, however, is 
very undesirable, for if satisfactory results are to be obtained 
it is important that even more critical sorting be maintained 
than in the making of whole-tomato ketchup or pulp. This 
necessity for care is equally applicable to all the details of pulp 
making, such as method, speed of apron, capacity, personnel 
and efficiency of the sorters, and promptness in handling the 
product. When proper attention is given to these details a 
satisfactory product can be obtained, but it is in the exercise 
of the care required that many packers have failed. 

Why should the manufacturer desire to turn his trim- 
ming waste into pulp? Tests made at various factories have 
shown that 30 per cent or more of the weight of the tomatoes 
as received at the factory goes into the waste known as trim- 
mings. An examination of ordinary 
trimmings shows them to consist of: 
(a) the skins from peeled tomatoes; 
(b) the stems and coarser part of the 
cores |[tom around the stem end of 
the frult; (c) the decayed and rotten 
parts cut out from the otherwise good 
fruit; (d) tomatoes wholly decayed; 
and (e) small tomatoes and others of 
such size or shape that it would be 
unprofitable to skin them. If the 
trimmings were in good, clean condi- 
tion, it is probable that no serious 
objection could be raised against 
pulp made from (a), (b) and (e), 
provided the packages were properly 
labeled to indicate the origin of the 
product. 

Figure 2 shows graphically a sys- 
tem for manufacturing pulp from to- 
mato trimmings. Although when 
properly handled such a_e system 
should give a satisfactory product, it 
is complicated, and the extra labor 
the pulp may not in average seasons 
required in the use of trimmings in the pulp may not in average 
seasons be compensated by the value of the product resulting. 


‘Because of the fact that a considerable part of the waste 
comes from small tomatoes which the peelers find it unprofit- 
able to skin, it has been suggested by some manufacturers that 
they might, at the start, pass their ‘ 
stock over a mechanical grader to 
remove all the small tomatoes be- 
fore the peeling stock goes to tne 
scalder\ These small tomatoes 
could then be put through the 
proper processes for pulp making, 
while the regular trimmings from 
the peeling tables would be totaltfy 
discarded. Figure 3 is a graphic 
representation of such a system. 
Although this system appears rea- 
sonable and has been tested out by 
a few firms, sufficient data are not 
yet available to show its practica- 
bility as a commercial proposition. 
It is much simpler than the system 
shown in figure 2 and yet provides 
for the utilization of a large part 
of the sound portions usually lost 
in the trimmings. 


Promptness in Handling Stock. 


The attention of manufacturers has been called repeatedly 
to the importance of the prompt handling of tomato stock, 
especially of the pulp after the sorting, washing and pulping

processes have been started. One of the greatest objections to 
the old ‘“‘gravity system” is the delay occasioned at a stage 
when conditions are most favorable for rapid multiplication 
of the organisms. In this system stock that otherwise 
might be satisfactory is held for a period of time under condi- 
tions nearly ideal for rapid growth of organisms, especially 
bacteria and yeasts. 

By the gravity method the stock before pulping usually is 
warmed more or less, according to the fancy of the manufac- 
turer. After passing the cyclone the pulp is allowed to stand 
in a tank or vat. In half an hour or so the clear juice begins to 
separate from the fibrous cellular portions, which tend to rise, 
owing to the entangled‘gas. When this stage is reached a stop- 
cock or bung near the bottom of the vat is “‘cracked’’ and the 
juice drawn off. Meanwhile, more pulp usually is added. In 
this way the pulp is held for varying lengths of time up to 
half a day or more, which obviously allows some spoilage to 
take place. Another objectionable feature is that a large part 
of the soluble solids, which contribute much to the flavor of 
properly made products, is thrown away. The rapid decline in 
the use of the gravity method during the last few years, there- 
fore, marks a decided advance in the manufacture of tomato 
product. 

Manufacturers should seek to reduce to a minimum the 
time required to carry the product through from basket to 
bottle or can. The slogan ‘‘An hour from basket to bottle’ 
expresses a degree of efficiency which should be striven for by 
every manufacturer and which already is being attained in 
some factories throughout the country. 


CLEANLINESS IN THE FACTORY. 
Its Importance. 

A knowledge of the conditions favorable for growth of 
microorganisms serves to emphasize the great importance of 
cleanliness about a canning factory. To secure normal growth 
there must be first the spore or a portion of the vegetative part 
of the organism to start the infection. Then for its develop- 
ment or multiplication there must be a suitable food supply, 
moisture, and a certain amount of heat. The rate of growth 
varies for different organisms and is influenced greatly by the 
nature of the food supply and the degree of heat. 

One of the most persistent species of mold occurring 
around tomato canning factories is that identified as Oidium 
lactis (Plate I). Molds growing on apparatus impart to it a 
slippery feel, very different from that which characterizes clean 
apparatus. A deposit of more or less cheesy consistency usu- 
ally can be scraped from apparatus having such a feel. 

Mold will grow sometimes in many unexpected places, such 
as on metal and wood conveyors, on cyclone paddles, and in 
similar places. As its presence always indicates lack of thor- 
oughness in cleaning, it will be seen that proper cleaning is of 
vital importance if a sanitary condition is to be maintained in 
the plant. By proper forethought in planning and equipping a 
factory the difficuities in keeping it clean can be reduced great- 
ly. It frequently happens that in devising, selecting and in- 
stalling factory equipment too little thought is expended in 
seeing that all parts are so built and placed as to be easily ac- 
cessible for cleaning. For instance, cyclones which as designed 
by the makers could be readiy ceaned, have sometimes been 
so installed that effective cleaning was almost impossible. All 
parts should be accessible for scrubbing, as hose or steam alone 
can not be depended upon. Care should be exercised to avoid 
as far as possible all unnecessary angles resulting from careless 
lapping or matching of parts. Rounded corners can be used at 
times to great advantage, 


The Necessary Equipment. 

An inspection of the equipment of some plants often dis- 
closes a striking lack of cleaning apparatus, such as water 
taps, hose, scrub brushes and brooms. There should be ade- 
quate hose facilities for quickly and effectively flushing out 
machinery and floors. Three or four lines of hose and connec- 
tions conveniently placed are none too many for an average 
canning factory. Many factories now have water connections 
by faucet or short hose within ready reach of each peeler. 
Such an arrangement allows each worker to clean quickly her 
own part of the equipment. 

A steam hose also should be available. Some persons, 
however, have been inclined to put too much faith in the 
efficacy of the steam hose. If intelligently used on machinery 
that already has been properly scrubbed, it does excellent work 
in cleaning out loose material from crevices and in sterilizing 
and heating the metal parts so as to produce quick drying. For 
cutting out mold and slime on broad surfaces, however, a steam 
hose usually is insufficient. The average workman is likely to 
use it for too short a time and on too limited an area.

An ample supply of brushes—not simply one or two— 
should be readily avaiabe. The water-soaked brooms used in 
some factories should be replaced by stable brushes with stiff, 
split-rattan or steel-wire bristles. For cleaning wet floors such 
brushes are easier to use than brooms and are far more ef- 
fective, as they cut the dirt and slime. The hand brushes also 
should be of some stiff material which will not, after being used 
a few times, becomes water-logged and mat down and simply 
glide over the surface without loosening the slime. Painter’s 
triangles for reaching into and scraping difficult corners also 
have been found helpful. One or more flashlights would be of 
service for inspection and for working in obscure places. 


Use of Equipment. 

After an adequate cleaning equipment has been installed 
a well-systematized plan of operation must be put into effect. 
Each workman should have an active part in this system. The 
most effective method for cleaning the floors is to assign three 
or four active men to the task. One of these men handles the 
hose, directing the water where needed; the others loosen the 
dirt with stable brushes and give the final cleaning. In this 
way a large area can be cleaned quickly and effectively. 

At one plant of moderate size such a plan was observed 
under operation. The periods immediately preceding luncheon 
and at the close of the working day were set aside for cleaning. 
The employees worked with such a degree of system that in 
10 minutes the sorting table, washing and scalding machines, 
peeling tables, buckets, filling machines, cyclones, finishers and 
floors were given a thorough cleaning. The reasons for this 
efficiency were that plenty of water was available, the appa- 
ratus was located conveniently, and each person had his or her 
part of the work to perform. Each woman cleaned her buckets 
and pans and her part of the peeling table, the sorters cleaned 
the sorting table, and washing and scalding outfits, while the 
pulp men were held accountable for the ceaning of their equip- 
ment. At the same time those working at the filling and cap- 
ping machines cleaned their respective outfits. While these 
operations were going on several men had started flushing and 
scrubbing the floors at places where they would least interfere 
with the other employees, and as soon as the others had fin- 
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ished their cleaning the remainder of the floor was finished. 
The drains were so located as to help faciliate the entire opera- 
tion. 

If any part of the room had not been properly cleaned it 
was an easy matter to fix the responsibility, since each person 
had a definite work to perform. 


Apparatus if well cleaned should, when wet, be free from 
any slippery or slimy feel and when scraped should not yield 
a cheesy deposit. At the close of the day’s work the equip- 
ment after being cleaned should be left in such position as to 
permit of ready drainage, ventilation and drying. These pre- 
cautions will tend to check the growth of microorganisms. 
Pails, pans and buckets should not be stacked, as is frequently 
done, and the cyclones, as well as the tanks and vats, should 
be itft open. 


Psychology of Cleanliness. 


The old adage “‘Like begets like’’ is applicable in factories 
as well as elsewherei Where there is intelligent and tactful 
demand for cleanliness on the part of the factory management 
there is certain to be a conscious or unconscious response on 
the part of the employees. A workman has small incentive to 
adopt cleanly methods, however, if filthy, slovenly, or unsys- 
tematic conditions about the factory are the rule. Workmen 
usually prefer employment in clean surroundings. One factory 
owner who maintained his plant in good condition reported that 
instead of having a shortage of suitable help he had on file a 
waiting list which enabled him to fill any vacancies on his force 
with selected help, although some factories near by were find- 
ing it impossible to get sufficient help. 

The factory might well be regarded as a co-operative in- 
stitution and the employees made to feel that its welfare is a 
part of their personal concern. Clean dressing rooms, clean, 
sanitary toilets, and simple provisions for caring for emergency 
accidents will be appreciated by nearly all the employees. But 
in order to attain such an esprit de corps the superintendent 
or manager himself must be foremost in planning and syste- 
matizing the work of cleaning, which must be begun at the 
opening of the season and tactfully enforced throughout the 
entire season if it is to prove successful.

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CALIFORNIA MARKET 
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Labor troubles settled—Packers are sold up on Fruits—Fibre 
cases take place of wooden boxes—Salmon Pack may 
be disappointing—Pacific Coast News Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


San Francisco, Cal., August 17th, 1917. 

Harmony in Packing Districts.—The labor troubles, which 
threatened to seriously affect the California canning industry 
this season, have been settled and packing operations are now 
in full blast throughout the State. The canning of apricots is 
about at an end and peaches, pears and plums are now occupy- 
ing the attention of packers. In some sections there is a 
scarcity of help, but so far no serious losses have occurred on 
this account. The trouble that occurred at San Jose and other 
places around San Francisco Bay was settled by the granting 
of higher wages on the part of cannery owners, and an agree- 
men has been signed by both parties that will hold good until 
January, 1918. 

Fruits in Strong Demand.—Business on canned fruits is 
still very heavy and much more could be done if stocks were 
available. More orders are being declined than are being ac- 
cepted, and the largest factor in the business, the California 
Packing Corporation, is not soliciting any new business at the 
present time. Many varieties and grades are not to be had at 
any price and the bulk of the expected pack has been disposed 
of. Practically all of the high-grade apricots that have been 
packed have already been sold and buyers are now turning 
their attention to the lower grades. During the past week a 
wonderful business has been done on the second, water and 
pie grades in all sizes, and almost every packer in Southern 
California, where the bulk of the low-grade fruit is put up, is 
now sold out. At times packers there have had difficulty in 
disposing of their output, owing to the small quantity of high- 
grade fruit put up, but this year the inferior grades are selling 
as well as the best, and are netting almost as guod a profit. 

Containers Scarce.—The California Packing Corporation 
has completed its pack of artichokes and is now offering these 
as follows for prompt shipment: No. 2%, one to the can, 
$1.75; No. 2%, two to the can, $1.90; No. 10, six to the can, 
$4.50; No. 10, eight to the can, $4.40, and No. 10, twelve to 
the can, $4.25. While canned artichokes are a comparatively 
new offering, they are meeting with much favor. Other special 
offerings are No. 2% Koykia beans, $1.75; No. 2 dried lima 
beans, $1.25; No. 2 cabbage, $1.00; No. 2% carrots, $1.25; 
No. 2% turnips, $1 25; No. 10 solid pack tomatoes with Chili, 
$6.00; No. 2 standard sugar peas, $1.25, and No. 2 second sugar 
peas, $1.00. Prices have also been named on canned prunes 
in syrup as follows: No. 2%, $2.40; No. 2, $1.85; No. 1 tall, 
$1.40; No. 10, $9.00. This concern is experiencing difficulties 
in securing boxes to meet its needs, owing to the heavy de- 


mands made upon the manufacturers of wooden boxes and the 
many strikes in the lumber mills, and has been compelled to 
pack some of its goods in fiber boxes for immediate shipments 
by rail. It is advising its trade to this effect and is asking that 
in case wooden boxes are preferred buyers will so advise, as 
these orders must be placed on file for future delivery. 
Salmon Pack Small.—The canned salmon situation is in 
about as an unsettled a condition as it could possibly be, with 
varying reports coming from the leading packing districts of 
the Coast and with brokers holding different views in regard to 
the size of the pack and the proper selling price of the output. 
The Griffith-Durney Co., of Drumm street, San Francisco, has 
the following to say on the situation: ‘Information from all 
our correspondents on the Sound is daily growing more doleful. 
Some have already given up hope. On the other hand, there 
are a few optimists who still believe the run is bound to come. 
Not only is the pack of sockeyes away short on Puget Sound, 
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but it is also short in British Columbia. In 1913 the British 
Columbia pack of sockeyes amounted to 972,000 cases, while 
the total pack to date this year is 250,000 cases, and the run 
in most places is over. In 1913 the pack of sockeyes on Puget 
Sound was 1,684,000 cases, and a conservative estimate today 
is that the pack is about 300,000 cases, with no sockeyes run- 
ning. With many packers already declaring a 50 per cent 
delivery on red, with the outlook in Southeastern Alaska still 
extremely poor, coupled with the information just given in re- 
gard to the Puget Sound and British Columbia situation, it is 
pretty certain that open prices on all grades of salmon are 
bound to be high. Owing to the uncertain outlook owners of 
spot salmon are very firm in their ideas. We hear that almost 
everyone who has spot Alaska pink is now holding it for $1.60. 
We have received orders recently from the Orient for round lots 
of chums at $1.40, but have been compelled to turn them down 
as we could not secure them for less than $1.45, f. 0. b. Seattle. 
Some in the trade are asking $2.50 for spot Alaska red.”’ 

Not all of the reports in regard to the salmon situation are 
of this tenor, however. Information has come from the Hawk 
Inlet, Hoonah and Funter Bay districts of Southeastern Alaska, 
that the run is the largest in many years, that the canneries at 
each of these places have already put up 60,000 cases apiece 
and that the fish cannot be handled as fast as they are received. 
Good reports have been heard from the Bristol Bay district, 
but the pack for Western Alaska as a whole will be normal, as 
well as that for Central Alaska. Packers have not given up 
hope for a big run on Puget Sound, it having been demon- 
strated that there is a great run of fish off the mouth of the 
Columbia River, but a short season is anticipated. 

Japanese Crabs. Information just received from San 
Francisco importing houses from Japan indicates that the pack 
of Jap crab has been a very light one. The spot market is very 
high and most of the stock is in the hands of retailers. The 
No. 1 size is selling at 35 cents retail, the highest price that has 
ever prevailed here. 

Coast News Notes.—The California representatives of the 
Federal Trade Commission has reported evidence of a conspiracy 
among large packing interests to corner the tomato output of 
the Pacific Coast. It is alleged that Armour & Co., Morris & 
Ca, and Libby, McNeill & Libby are involved and that they 
have attempted to purchase the entire pack from local canners, 
with the result that prices have soared beyond their proper 
level. As the pack of the Pacific Coast is less than one-tenth 
of that of he entire country, a corner of the markets here 
would mean little, it is pointed out by food experts, unless huge 
purchases were also made elsewhere. 

The Pacific Coast Canning Company of Oakland, Cal., 
charged with short-weighing of orchardists at Stockton, Cal., 
was cleared by law recently when the District Attorney of San 
Joaquin County informed the Court that the defendant com- 
pany had made full restitution in the sum of about $2,400. It 
is stated that the short-weighing was unintentional. 

R. L. Bentley, one of the officials of the California Pack- 
ing Corporation, has been made captain of Battery D, of the 
Second California Field Artillery, an organization known as 
the Grizzlies. E.R. Armsby is Second Lieutenant of the same 
battery. 

Orders for 1,687,500 pounds of canned pineapple for use 
in the Navy have been placed by the Government with Pacific 
Coast canning concerns, the order being divided between the 
California Packing Corporation; Libby, McNeill & Libby; the 
Hawaiian Pineapple Packing Co.; the Maui Pineapple Company 
and the Pearl City Fruit Company. 

The Anderson-Barngrover Co., of San Jose, Cal., has re- 
ceived an order from the government of New South Wales for 
equipment for two great canneries to be erected near Leeton, 
N. S. W. A year ago, N. Haig, an engineer of San Francisco, 
was appointed by the government of New South Wales to ex- 
amine canning methods in the United States. He filed his re- 
port recently and the government then sent F. S. Digby, its 
irrigation commissioner, to this country to purchase large quan- 
tities of machinery. The cannery equipment will be delivered 
in November in time for the fruit season in that country. It is 
intended to pack pears, peaches, tomatoes, apricots and small 
vegetables. BERKELEY.

Canned Food Bulletin No. 3 of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense. 


August 11, 1917. 
CANNED PEAS 

1. Varieties— Army and Navy prefer the “Sweet Wrinkled”’ 
variety, but it is optional with the canner to furnish either 
“‘Alaskas” or ‘“‘“Sweet Wrinkled”’ of the specified size and grades. 
Number 5 of ‘‘Alaskas” will not be considered. 

2. Alternative.—If a canner’s pack does not permit of his 
furnishing the percentages of sizes specified in Bulletin No. 2, 
the Government will take the entire 100 per cent in sizes 3 and 
4, but will not consider an increase in No. 5 “Sweets.” 

3. Substitution of Grades.—In case a canner wishes to de- 
liver more ‘‘Fancies’” and less “Standards” than the general 
plan provides, he should, in the case of the Army, address to 
the Depot Quartermaster, to whom his allotment is assigned, 
a substitute proposition which in many cases may be accepted. 
In case of the Navy, substitute a similar proposition to the Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts, in Washington. 

4. Possible Release.—If a canner packs only No. 1 tins 
or only No. 10 tins, or if less than 12 per cent of his total pack 
is No. 2 tins in the acceptable sizes, he will be released from 
his obligation after verifications by inspectors. If 12 per cent 
of his pack is less than a carload of the acceptable sizes, the 
canner is released from his obligation. 

5. Inspection.—Mr. Walter B. Timms was, on July 3i1st, 
authorized by the Committee on Supplies of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense to take charge of the inspection at canneries of 
the peas reserved for the Government. Mr. Timms has ap- 
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pointed a corps of experts to help him. Each member of his 
inspection corps has also bee authorized to inspect and report 


- to the Army and Navy and the Council of National Defense the 


condition and quality of the peas reserved for. the Government. 

6. Co-operation Requested.—We are confident every can- 
ner will welcome and cooperate with these men who have so 
generously given their time to this arduous task. 

7. Final Acceptance.—Final acceptance of these peas is 
at destination by Army or Navy, but it is probable no shipping 
instructions will be given on peas unfavorably reported on by 
Mr. Timms and his inspection experts. 

8. Strapping Charge.—The chareg of 8 cents per case for 
strapping has been found to be in most cases more than cost of 
material and labor for strapping. As there was no intention 
of making a profit on this item, the canner should charge ac- 
tual cost for this item, which in most cases is not over 6 cents 
per case. 

9. Fair Play.—lIf a canner’s entire 1917 output of canned 
peas is sufficient to fill both his future jobbing orders and the 
Government's quota, the jobber will expect and should receive 
100 per cent delivery on his contract with the canner. 

10. Price Revision.—The Bureau of Cost Accountancy, 
of the Department of Commerce, upon whose investigation and 
recommendations the canned food prices are subject to revision, 
has found sections where poor crops and high operating ex- 
penses have resulted in costs: being fully equal to the prices 
proposed to the Government in Bulletin No. 2 as “fair and just.” 
In other sections, where the Bureau of Cost Accountancy found 
yields heavier and operating cost lower, it is probable that a 
revision downward of 10 cents or more per dozen in prices on 
certain sizes will be recommended in order to arrive at prices 
“fair and just.” Final adjustment in prices on peas, it is ex- 
pected, will be determined before September 1, but not until 
after the completion of the inspection now in progress 

1. Shipments and Storage.—The Navy is ordering shipped 
its entire purchase as soon as acceptable samples are received 
and approved. The Army, for lack of storage space, will not 
take delivery of over one-half of its purchase before October 1, 
and will likely leave in canner’s hands until later, much of the 
remaining half, paying storage and carrying charges after Oc- 
tober 1. It is asked and expected that packers arrange to hold 
without objection or complaint this small part of their pack. 

12. Balances of Reserve.—By November, it is thought, 
this Committee will either release or will see that awards and 
acceptance are received by all canners covering any and all un- 
accepted balances on hand of the original reserve of 12 per cent. 

13. Government Bills of Lading.—All Government ship- 
ments are routed by the Government and covered by special 
Government bills of lading provided by the Army or Navy when 
awards or shipping instructions are issued. 

14. Insurance.—aAll Government canned foods, while in 
sellers’ possession, are to be carried at sellers’ risk of damage 
or loss of any kind. After the free storage of 90 days has 
elapsed—in the case of canned peas beginning October 1, the 
Government will pay on any part of their purchases of peas 
still in canners’ hands an increase in price to cover insurance— 
interest—storage. Special agreements between seller and de- 
pot concerned will cover this situation when necessary. 


Canned Green and Wax Beans. 

15. Plan.—Bulletin No. 2 asks bean canners to reserve 
for the Government 12 per cent of their stringless bean pack. 
The Army and Navy estimate their requirements from the 1917 
pack to be 150,000 cases 24/2 tins, net weight of contents 19 
oz., and will take same principally in the ‘“‘Extra Standard 
Cut” grade—1/3 cut wax and 2/3 cut green. 

16. Prices.—Prices proposed are as follows and are sub- 
ject to revision by the Government, net, f. o. b. factory, and are 
to apply only on deliveries made prior to September 15, 1917. 
Where strapping is required an extra charge of 5 cents per 
case will be allowed. 

24/2 Fancy Cut Green Beans........... .$1:60 per dozen 
24/2 Extra Standard Cut Green Beans... 1.25 per dozen 
24/2 Extra Standard Cut Wax Beans.... 1.30 per dozen 

17. Allotment.—Computation on beans is now under way 
and in a few days packers of green and wax beans will be as- 
signed and notified of their quota. Differing from the peas, 
confirmations of acceptance by the packer of beans of the al- 
lotment assigned him will be obtained before the Army or Navy 
is notified to whom and in what amounts to send the orders or 
awards. 

Canned Corn. 


18. Plan and Quantities.—Bulletin No. 1 asked canners 
to reserve for the Government 12 per cent of their pack of 
corn. Army and Navy estimate their total requirements out of 
the 1917 pack of corn as 576,569 cases 24/2 tins, net weight

Canned Salmon. 


24. The Army and Navy have agreed to consider prices 
and allotment of best quality pink salmon for 1/3 of their 
needs and best quality Alaska red for 2/3 of thir needs. The 
allotment computation in their total requirements (from 1917 
pack) now estimated to be 250,000 cases, cannot be settled 
before September 1. Prices, still to be named, will likewise be 
subject to revision by the Government. 


General Conditions. 


25. Prices on green beans, corn and tomatoes for deliv- - 
ery after September 15, 1917, will be named later. 

26. Trade labels will be required on all canned foods de- 
livered to the Government. 

27. Storage.—Free storage for 90 days, after which the 
Government will pay storage at rate of 2 cents per case per 
month or fraction thereof. 

Payments.—Payments will be made promptly after 
delivery and acceptance for 90 per cent of each invoice. The 
remaining 10 per cent will be paid as soon as investigation 
satisfies the Quartermaster General of the Army and Paymaster 
General of the Navy that aforesaid prices are “fair and just.”

PERSONAL, GHECKS ACCEPTED 
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SEATTLE MARKET 


Salmon packs so far have been lighter than anticipated— 
Fruit crops are suffering for want of rain— Strikes 
in Lumber Camps cut demand for 
canned foods. 


Reported by Telegraph. 


Seattle, Wash., August 17, 1917. 
Salmon.—Summed up, the canned salmon situation at this 
moment is about as follows: Puget Sound, pack so far very 
poor, with strong probabilities of the anticipated big run of 
sockeyes being almost a failure. The pack was estimated to be 
close to 2,500,000 cases of sockeyes on Puget Sound, whereas to 
The following is copy of the correction: 


date it seems doubtful if the pack has yet reached the quarter- 


million-case level. British Columbia—tThe situation in this dis- 
trict is about the same as on the south of Puget Sound. The 
pack is nowhere up to expectations, and it is now getting so 
late that packers are commencing to despair of being able to 
put up a full pack of sockeyes. In Alaska, the Bristol Bay pack 
now appears to have been fairly satisfactory, while all reports 
agree that the pack along the Alaska Peninsula to the west- 
ward has been almost a failure, except here and there a can- 
nery that has done fairly well. In Southeastern Alaska the 
fish have been running well, with big packs reported from many 
points. In Central Alaska the outlook is none too good, and 
the total pack is estimated to be below normal. There is still 
a chance, however, to swell the totals and ‘the entire north 
will undoubtedly come in with a good round total for the 
season. 

Columbia River—There has been a decided improvement in 
the salnion situation on the river during the last few days. The 
catch of fish has been large and the canneries are running full 
capacity. It is also said that the grade of the fish is very high. 
The following report comes from Astoria, located well out to- 
ward the mouth of the Columbia River: ‘‘Canneries located at 
the mouth of the river are doing a big business. Tallent & 
Grabt are running full blast. The McGowan cannery is doing 
fine and the Chinook Packing Company’s plant in this district 
is very busyi:’ 

The failure of the fish to run in the quantities expected 
has been a great disappointment to Puget Sound canners, who 
had expected to make a lot of money this season. It now seems 
likely that to save themselves from large losses it will be neces- 
sary to put up as much cheaper fish as possible. The price of 
all grades is high, but some fear is expressed that with a tre- 
mendous pack of chums and pinks, values may not hold at pres- 
ent levels. Packers of red salmon stand to make good money 
on the outputs of their Bristol Bay, Alaska, canneries. Re- 
ceipts of salmon from the North are getting heavier right 
along, several 40,000 case shipments having been received here 
recenly. 

Cannerymen state that they do not look for the Govern- 
ment to fix the price of canned salmon. In any event they state 
that Mr. Hoover cannot possibly place a price on salmon any 
lower than now prevails. They are prepared to submit cost 
figures showing the high increase in cost of operating that has 
taken place this year, as compared with previous seasons. 
Further, they call attention to the fact that for the past three 
or four years salmon prices have not been profitable, as far as 
the canners are concerned, and that few of the operators have 
made any money or received any share of th high prices that 
have been paid for canned fish during the past year. They state 
that fully 75 per cent of the pack goes out of the hands of 
packers immediately at the close or before the close of the 
canning season, and that the speculating is done by interests 
not connected with the operation of the canneries. If any sal- 
mon prices are fixed by the Government, the‘cannerymen will 
take the position that the retail price and not the cannery price 
is the one that should be regulated. They also point to the 
fact that the price of canned salmon, even at retail, has not 
advanced anywhere nearly as much as many other more or less 
competitive food products.

ries has been abandoned by canneries}; Two reasons for this 
prevail. In the first place, the demand for fresh raspberries for 
household canning purposes has been unprecedented. In the 
second place, the crop is all drying up, and in some séctions the 
yield is nowhere near what had been expected. Ordinarily 
rains fall during the first two weeks of July, which provide 
moisture to carry the crop along toward full maturity. This 
year there was very little rain in July and the berry fields now 
need water badly. This dry weather will affect the blackber- 
ries, cannerymen fear. One result is that the output of rasp- 
berries from the canneries will be smaller than had been ex- 
pected. The pack of cherries is alse lighter than had been an- 
ticipated. Owing to the demand from Coast Army cantonments 
it is thought that the Northwest fruit and vegetable canneries 
will be able to dispose of the bulk of the pack close at home 
this year. A strike has tied up the logging camps and mills 
and the demand for canned foods from this direction is very 
dull. In fact, the mills and camps are buying practically noth- 
ing and have not been for three weeks. The strike is still in 
progress.

DIFFICULTIES IN THE TOMATO PASTE INDUSTRY 
‘IN ITALY. 


The quantity of concentrated tomato paste manufactured 
per year in Italy is estimated at 27,600 tons of 2,000 pounds 
each. To manufacture this amount requires about 35,800 tons 
of coal, it being estimated that it takes 1.30 pounds of coal to 
make 1 pound of paste. The Government having requisitioned 
all coal within the country for its own use, it is difficult to get 
supplies. The Government, however, has guaranteed manu- 
facturers of paste the use of enough freight cars to transport 
wood and lignite to take the place of coal. It is estimated that 


110,000 tons of wood will be required. Of the estimated pro- 


duction of tomato paste for this season, the Government will 
requisition about four-fifths, leaving but 5,520 tons for the use 
of private consumers.

MAINE MARKET 


Farm crops are very good—Corn pack all sold up—Blue 
berries are being packed—Stringless Beans 
: strong—Fish Flakes will be scarce 
and high. 


: Portland, Me., August 17, 1917. 

Weather—Just good, comfortable temperature; could be 
called warm enough, but not hot. The past week has given 
some rainfall—enough to preclude calling it a drouth. More 
rain, however, would be acceptable. Practically all crops are 
looking well. The yield of hay exceeds all previous years; 
barns are full to overflowing. Some is being stacked, but 
Maine farmers, not being accustomed to this method, are slow 
to catch on. Labor to cut and cure grass cannot be secured. 
Hay is one thing that is cheap. Young stock, yearlings and 
two-year-olds cannot be bought to eat up this great hay crop; 
the result is that probably 25 per cent will never get cut. 

Maine Corn Crop.—The statement in your last issue, Aug. 
13, by Fernald, Keen & True succinctly tells the whole story: 
“50 per cent of normal acreage now growing, 30 per cent of 
which was planted late.” Much sweet corn was planted later 
than ever before; many acres did not get in the ground until 
first week in July. The yield, if any, off this late-planted 
ground will be small. A few factories will have a few acres 
each that will be ready September Ist to 5th. The pack will 
drag along as long as frost holds off, making the labor cost to 
pack very high.. The few packers who sold early (too early) at 
around $1.15 would probably feel much better had they been 
too late. As soon ag price was generally announced as $1.25, 
the pack was practically sold out. The patient waiters then 
sold at $1.30 up to $1.50. What the delivery will be after re- 
serving 12 per cent for Mr. Hoover is a question, as also wnat 
price spot Maine corn may bring in November, December or 
January, 

Blueberries.—Crop outlook is good, but is reported a 
week later than last year, which was not expected. Some 
prospective packers did not get their can orders in early 
enough, especially on No. 10 size, and will not do as mucn as 
usual. Pickers will demand much higher pay, and it will be 
difficult to get them at any price. The same applies to factory 
operatives. Prices first given out, based on 2g at $1.55, 10s 
at $7.60 f. o. b. New York or Chicago points, are well main- 
tained. 

Stringless Cut Beans.—Packing started about August 6th 
and is fairly well along. The crop looked well—no rust, ana 
vines well podded. It is doubtful if the yield harvested per 
acre is as large as it should be, as proper help to pick cannot 
be found. If beans are not picked early and often, blossoms 
that usually produce the second and third picking will “dry 
up and blow away” and fail to germinate into pods. Price ap- 
pears stronger—$1.25 factory for No. 2 is the best heard. No. 
10s are not quoted, for the reason that cans of this size have 
not been secured. 

Peas.—There is some inquiry for peas. Jobbers wish to 
fill in the lack that will be caused by short delivery. When the 
future selling first started some packers announced prices as 
7T%c above 1916, in a few days advancing 5c more, making 
12%4c over last year. These people “sold out’ at once, and 
probably over-sold. Even at these prices many New England 


buyers did not take advantage, and are now trying to buy. 
Apples.—Calls for future No. 10s are quite insistent, but 
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few packers ‘will sell. Some who sold early at $3.00, are now 
seeing their neighbor packers retusing $%.Zd oO. Db. Ltactory. 
Wwe nave seen No. 1U appies seil quite Lieeiy 101me:t years 
at $4.UU fr. 0. b., and it Was not in war times or nign cost e:tner. 
in this coming season of a very short crop and wages at ieast 
ivU per cent nigher and cans id per cent higher, why snouia 
not a $4.UU price, or more, again ovtain: 


Baked Beans.—Two firms in Maine are packing beans .vo 
quite an extent, viz., burnham & Morrell Co., and Twitchel., 
Champlin Co. both of whom have many 1egular customers wait- 
ing their shipments. No quotations are made. 


Fish Flakes.—The packing of this line by its originators, 
B. & Ma, is going on steadily, but in less volume than usuai. 
Vessels formerly operated by this firm having been taken vy 
the U. S. Government, has made the securing of fish a serious 
proposition. The company will probably be unable to pack 
more than 50 per cent of their buyers’ needs. While fish cost 
about three times as much as previously, labor, cans, cases, 
etc,, higher, B. & M. have not advanced seiling prices propor- 
tionately. The trade appreciate this fact. 


Sardines.—The pack continues much smaller than iast 
year. The hoped-for better run of sardine herring in August 
has not appeared. Sales were made at $5.50 f. o. b Portiana 
this week on quarter keyless oils. Some offers at $5.00@5.25 
were reported f. o. b. Eastport: one-quarter key openers, 
$5.75; key cartons, $6.25: three-quarter mustards, $5.0, 
No rush of orders, but enough to keep the surplus very smail. 


Lobster.—Pack was light Quotations when made usually 
from second hands are $3.00 for %s; $6.00 for 1s, Boston 
freight allowed. 

General Business—Is not ‘‘as usual,’’ while certain lines 
may show average volume. People are living out of their gar- 
dens more than ever, and also not spending money so freely 
for food. We can’t say that this curtailment extends to dress 
or amusements. Grocery jobbers are noticing a drop off in 
business, especially in rural trade. 

Notes.—M. L. Babcock, of Continental Can Co., is in the 
State, with a Panama hat to match their famous Panama clos- 
ing machine for sanitary cans. 

Packers are in many instances just getting their corn cans 
in. Canning machinery coming from the West is badly de- 
layed, and many heavy closing machines have been sent 
through by express, as well as cutting machines, corn fillers, 
etc. Everything appears to work against the packers of Maine 
this season. MAINB.

29. Shipments.—Both Army and Navy have agreed to 
take delivery as ‘‘soon as packed” of the maximum amount of 
their year’s canned foods requirements that they are able to 
provide storage for in the packing season. 

30. Method of Awards and Shipping Instructijons.— 
Whenever a Department Quartermaster or Navy Depot wants 
canned foods under this plan, for example say 25,000 cases of 
peas for ‘“‘Army at New York,” this Committee in Washington 
is notified, the allotment made and the Army Quartermaster at 
New York is promptly furnished with all details for their 
prompt procurement, viz: names, addresses, kinds and quanti- 
ties, at prices and under conditions named above. An “award” 
or order for allotted amount, with Government bills of lading 
and routing, is then sent by the Quartermaster to each name 
given him by this Committee and the canner will ship and bill 
as ordered. (Note.—The local conferee or members of war 
council mentioned in Bulletin No. 1 will, if called upon by can- 
ner or Quartermaster in his district, serve each in every way 
with information.)

CROP NEWS. 


Fayette, Ohio, August 15, by Fayette Co.: 

The early part of the season was very wet, which has re- 
duced the acreage to below the average, and it is very dry now, 
which will reduce the yield, so that we figure the conditions 
now are only about 75 per cent of normal. The corn yield will 
be about 70 per cent of normal; tomatoes, about 60 per cent. 
Kennard, Ind., August 14, by Kennard Canning Oo.: 

Tomatoes are needing rain very badly; the acreage is 
small and the season will have to extend into October in order 
to permit a moderate pack. 

Edinburg, Ind., August 15, by Ladoga C Co.: 

The acreage is 25 per cent short at this time, owing to the 
lack of rain. If weather conditions do not improve within the 
next ten days the shortage will be double. 


Crothersville, Ind., August 14, by Rider Packing Co.: 

The crop is two weeks late, and the drouth is now dam- 
aging our tomato crop; must have good rain in a day or two 
or we will not have 50 per cent of a pack. Have received a 
few crates of tomatoes this week, but not enough in the aggre- 
gate to pay for canning. Have been pulping those received 
thus far. 
Terre Haute, Ind., August 15, by Loudon Packing Co.: 

For over thirty years past I have taken the Sunday nearest 
to August 10h for going over as much of our acreage as I 
could cover in one day, in order to judge the crop prospects, the 
idea being that by making the trip at the same time each sea- 


son I would be able to get a better idea of the condition ot 
the crops as compared with other years at the same date. 


I made the usual trip on Sunday last, and found the crop 
on the sand fully two weeks late, and three weeks late on the 
clay land. There was considerable evidence of blight on some 
of the patches, while others looked healthy, but all of the vines 
were small as compared with previous years at this time.- 
There is a fair amount of tomatoes on the vines and a tar 
amount of bloom, but neither tomatoes nor bloom up to the 


average. I estimate that with favorable weather from now on, 
and a late fall, we will get 75 per cent of a crop, but if the 
weather should be unfavorable, or if we should have frost the 
middle of September as we had last year, the crop will be even 
shorter than last year’s crop was. It all depends upon the 
weather during the next sixty days, as we usually figure on run- 
ning until the middle of October. 


Atlanta, Ky., August 13, by Laurel Canning Co.: 

Our tomato and bean crops are two to three weeks late 
and have had everything but a good season. We had three 
weeks of drouth, which reduced our upland crops 25 per cent, 
followed by two weeks of continuous rain and wind storms, 
which reduced the acreage in the lowlands about 40 per cent. 
Have had a few days ideal growing weather and crops were 
making rapid gains for the past ten days, but which has been 
more than offset by a terrific wind and hail storm yesterday. 
This leaves us to guess whether we will get even a 50 per cent 
crop. 

McBrayer, Ky., August 13, by McBrayer C Co.: 

Our tomato vines look extra nice; they are lightly fruited, 

but blooming well for the second crop. The acreage is light, 


being only about 30 per cent of normal. Our beans are nearly 
a complete failure.

The brokers further maintain that the canner will be allowed 
a fair and just price for this part of his product, including a 
living profit, and that’ the wholésale grocer is in a position to 
put a price upon the portion of the goods delivered to him on his 
contracts which will, to an extent, counteract the profit lost on 
the goods taken by ‘the Government, which he should have re- ° 
ceived on his contracts, but that the brokers have given their 
time and labor and have no way to reimburse themselves, and 
that “the laborer is worthy of his hire.” 

As an illustration, a broker recited this state of affairs to me. 
“I have devoted about all my time and energy for a year nearly 
to selling future canned foods. 

“My canning connections are not extensive or strong, but 
by hard work and constant industry I have sold enough canned 
foods futures to bring me an income of about $4,000 if all are 
delivered on the contracts. The season has been bad for some 
of my canners and I estimate that short crops will cut down de- 
liveries so as to reduce my earnings 30 per cent., or to about 
$2,800, and now comes the Government and asks the canners to 
violate their contract obligations and set aside about 15 per 
cent of my sales and deliver them to the Government, which 
takes away from me $600 more of my earnings for the year, 
leaving me a gross income of about $2,200, out of which I must 
pay my office expenses, my stenographe’s wages, telegrams, 
postage and incidental expenses amounting to $1,400, which 
leaves $800 out of which to pay my insurance and support my 
family, wh'ch is large, and I cannot do it. 

“In olden times the system of tithing for the support of re- 
ligion required that a man donate one-tenth of his net income 
to the Lord, but estimating my net income at $1,400, my gov- 
ernment asks me to donate $600 dollars or nearly 43 per cent, 
which is not fair and is oppressive and unjust. I have one son 
now at the front in France and another preparing to go, and I 
am not as young as I used to be and I am entitled to fair 
treatment.” 

BE IT UNDERSTOOD, HOWEVER!!! That there is no 
unpatriotic attitude in this matter on the part of the brokers, 
the canners or the wholesale grocers. Fach and all of them 
are ready to stand forth in support of the Government and their 
country’s cause ,and to go broke or hungry if necessary to 
maintain it!!! 

Another broker says: “When property is seized or com- 
mandeered by the governments of the world for military use it 
has always been customary to issue vouchers or receipts for such 
property and pay a just and fair price for it, so that the burden 
may be assumed by the taxpayers equally and not fall alone 
upon the owner of the property. When the brokers’ wages are 
seized as heretofore described, why should he be compelled to 
bear the burden alone? The broker is not asking for his pound 
of flesh, nearest the heart, a la Shylock, in this matter, but is 
asking that the pound of flesh nearest his own heart be not 
demanded lest he and his family suffer and his business be 
wrecked and ruined. It is a serious—very serious matter—to 
many most worthy and excellent brokerage firms and indi- 
viduals; all of whom are splendid loyal and patriotic citizens of 
the United States of America ; 

Through the loyal activity of brokers, canners have been 
greatly encouraged and influenced this year to increase their 
acreage and output of canned foods, and brokers have so used 
their influence in response to the urgency of the Government 
authorities and experts. Must brokers now be penalized for 
their loyalty and helpfulness?” WRANGLER.

31. Inspection and Acceptance.—No inspection by the 
Government will be made at point of origin. Samples may or 
may not be asked for by various depots’ Final acceptance will 
be only after examination and approval by Government officials 
at delivery point. 

32. The percentages of canned foods reserved for the 
Government should be, of course, not of a packer’s unsold sur- 
plus, but of his total pack. 

33. Bulletin No. 2.—Bulletin No. 2 related exclusively to 
peas. It was consequently sent only to pea canners. Any can- 
ner desiring a copy can procure same from the Committee on 
Supplies, Council of National Defense, Washington, D. C.

Latest information from many sections of the country as 
viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., August 18, 1917. 

Favorable weather conditions this week for the tomato crop 
encouraged the canners to expect better results than were ob- 
tained. Instead of much larger receipts of the raw stock, and 
lower prices, there were lighter supplies and higher cost. At 
the close of the previous week raw tomatoes sold around 70c to 
80c per bushel; this week they advanced to $1.00 and $1.10 per 
bushel, as to quality, with an eager demand from the canners. 
Between the increasing demand from the jobbers and the large 
Government orders, the canners are kept pretty well sold up 
to their daily output, and the outlook is for increased buying 
next week. The crop developments during the next two weeks 
must be decidedly favorable to cause a reversal of the existing 
strength to the market quotations, otherwise the pace already 
set may not be overcome. There are all the ear-marks of a firm 
market ahead, and conservative buying is recommended at to- 
day’s prices as the basis for averaging up, or down, the cost of 
the season’s requirements according to the developments. The 
alert buyer, ready to take advantage of opportunities, will be 
the winner. Unusual times justify unusual action, and confi- 


dence in our country is the mainspring. We offer you our well- 
equipped service. 


String beans, wax beans and stringless beans, whole and cut, 

were very active this week, and the prices advanced rapidly, 
about which we gave advance information in ample time to an- 
ticipate your wants. Unless the fall crop proves to be larger 
than it looks now the prices will be higher, at all events the 
prices are already set. Be governed according. 
Spinach was active and stronger this week with higher 
prices. There is a fall crop of spinach, due in October, which 
will cut some figure in the market, of course, but the same re- 
marks about string beans apply here as well. The crop of beets 
is short and the prices are already withdrawn. You will have 
noticed that short crops for canning purposes are not the ex- 
ceptions, so far, this season. Shippers have been more of a 
factor than the canners in the handling of the crops this sea- 
son. They are biddng high prices for the new lima beans, now 
arriving, but may overstep the mark. The Government asked 
the farmers to raise sweet potatoes to the limit and they com- 
plied, but the unfavorable weather conditions make the results 
uncertain, consequently the market is firm for future delivery. 
Business could be done in corn at fair prices, but the canners 
appear to be unwilling, at least until they feel safer about the 
crop. Peas are getting to be almost a negligible quantity, so 
far as this market is concerned, more especially as to the differ- 
ent grades of sifteds. The Government orders will probably 
take all of them above the standard grade. 

There is excellent buying of pie peaches and the daily out- 
put has been sold as fast as made, up to this time. There is 
likely to be a small pack of the No. 10 size because of in- 
sufficient canning house help, the smaller size being more con- 
venient to handle promptly. Some increase in the demand for 
peeled peaches is noticed, as well. Our canners should now be 
busy on apples, but the receipts are too light to cause any stir 
in them. Pears wll not be due until next month, and no prices 
on them are being made for future delivery; the outlook for the 
crop is reported to be satisfactory to date. All cherries are sold 
out, and all berries are pretty well cleaned up, a most remark- 
able condition for so early in the season. Pineapples are so 
scarce here as to be hardly worth quoting. 

The stocks of cove oysters are extremely light. The steady 
buying of crushed oyster shells for poultry causes a strong 
market.
